MANUFACTURERS STATE THER : 


” POSITION. 

The motor industry’s position 
regarding the McKenna dutiés and 
the horse-power tax is given in a 
statement issued’ by the British 
section of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders. 

. “A nonepolitical inquiry on the 
operation of the McKenna duties, 
particularly in relation 
effect upon Empire trade,” "they 
state, “would. be ‘met with sym- 
pathy by all sections of the com- 
munity. If the Government  do- 
sire to investigate every aspect of 
the question ‘in relation to the 


motor industry, whether by the]: 


Economic Advisory Council,” re- 
cently formed, or by a special com- 


mission they have been informed} 


that the British manufacturers are 
ready to place, without reservation, 
the whole of their costs and 
methods at the disposal of such 
a committee so that the frankest 
investigation can be made, 

“The statements made in the 
House of Commons and outside by 
the Lord Privy Socal fall 
three main heads, 

“(1) The comparatively large 
field for motor. transport within 
the Empire; 

“(2) The comparatively nail 
share of British manufacturers in 
this field, stated os being. due to 
the fact that there are presumed 
to be 27 chaasis, manufacturers; 
and . 

"(8) The necessity for what is 
termed a greater rationalisation of: 
the industry. 

“With. regard to the number of 
manufacturers, probably 90 per 
cent. In value and in'number of 


J output, and at least 95 ‘per cent. 


of export, Is shared by no more 
than a dozen. 


. Motor Industry: Abroad, : 


“The prospects of. the motor in- 
dustry abroad must always be de- 
pendentéupon a. profreasive growth 
of the purchasing power of the 
community. Whether that can be 
better secured by a change in the 
fiscal policy of the country or by, 
development of Empire preferen- 
tial tariffs,: leading to emigration 
in the Empire, is a problem on 
which there . will always be con- 
flicting views, but there is, inthis 
respect, one lesson to be learned 
from the operation of the McKenna 
duties in the assistance . which 
these have been to the development 
of the motor industry in Canada.” 

It is stated that a growing finan- 
cial difficulty in many parts of the 
world,-due to different causes and 
accelerated by the Wall Street col- 
lapse, has: caused an . increased 

opularity of the small British car 
for providing efficient and econo- 
mic transport. , 

British motor’ exports during

As regarded the rice problem, His 
Excellency aaid it was a matter in 
which he had ‘taken a Jive interest 
for many years.

The German’ Government has 
ruled out the possibility of a Far 
Eastern air mail service via Rus- 
sia, as being uneconomical. — 

The Minister ..of Communica- 
tions in a statement before the 
Budget Committee said: that the 
Moscow - Peking - Shanghai’ line 
would traverse the most deserted 
portion. of the earth, and would 
require too heavy subsidies, 

He said he would refuse to sign 
the agreement concluded between 
the Lufthansa and the Chinese 
Aviation Company.
